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EARNINGS TAX 
BILL IS SPEEDILY 
ADVANCED FOR 
VOTE TOMORROW 


Aldermanic Ways and 
Means Committee Re- 
ports Measure Out 
After Adding Minor 


Amendment. 


The Board of Aldermen acted 
speedily today to place the vital 
city earnings tax bill in position 
for final passage at noon tomor- 
row when it meets for the third 
day of the special session called 
by Mayor Raymond R. Tucker to 
consider the ordinance. 

After being given its second 
reading today, the bill was re- 
ferred to the aldermanic Ways 
and Means Committee, which 
promptly met and as promptly 
reported the measure out with a 
recommendation for passage. 

One Minor Amendment. 

The committee adopted one 
minor amendment to the bill. As 
introduced yesterday by Major- 
ity Floor Leader Louis G, Berra 
it provided that the one-half of 1 
per cent tax collected by em- 
ployers through payroll deduc- 
tions be turned over to the city 
treasury every three months. The 
amendment requires monthly 
turnovers, as was provided in 
the previous ordinance. 

Under the pending bill, the 
earnings ok would become ef- 
fective Saturday. 

An emergency clause in the 
bill would eliminate the usual 
30-day wait and make the ordi- 
nance effective immediately 
after it is signed by the Mayor. 

Duplicates Expired Law. 

The new earnings tax bill 
duplicates the ordinance which 
expired April1. The tax has been 
bringing about $8,000,000 a year 
into the city treasury, so that 
each day if.is not in force costs 
the city $22,000. 

In renewing the city’s author- 
ity to tax earnings, the State 
Legislature specified that St. 
Louis may not levy the tax after 
next April 15 unless it submits 
the ordinance to a vote of the 
people by this date. If the vot- 
ers approve, the levy ‘may 
continued until April 15, 1957. 
If the ordinance is disapproved 
at the polls, the tax still could 
be continued until April 15, 
1956. 

The city also may submit the 
earnings tax question to the vot- 
ers in the form of a charter 
amendment or as a provision 
fin a new city charter. If either 
charter proposal carried, the 
city’s authority to tax earnings 
would become permanent.

RICHMOND, Va., April 27 
(AP)—Senator Byrd (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, named Clyde H. Powell 
today as the key official in the 
Federal Housing Administration 
scandals and asked the Justice 
Department to take immediate 
action against him. 

The Senator, chairman of the 
Joint Committee on Reductions 
of Non-Essential Federal Ex- 
penditures, made the request in 
a letter to Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell. 

Byrd called on the Justice 
Department to step in and 
“bring to justice any who may 
be criminally liable; and to re- 


j; cover, if possible, any of the 


multi-million dollar windfalls 
realized by profiteers through 
schemes developed under any 
FHA programs.” 

Byrd also said that Powell 
was the FHA official whose 
gambling losses touched off the 
investigation of the FHA by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
Powell, a former St. Louisan, 
was former assistant FHA com- 
missioner in charge’of rental 
housing. On Powell, Byrd wrote 
Brownell: 

“First I would suggest imme- 
diate legal proceedings against 
Clyde H. Powell ... who in my 
judgment is the key official 
with respect to the over-valua- 
tions of properties under Section

Eleven Democrats crossed par- 
ty lines and joined 37 Repub- 
licans to defeat Ellender’s pro- 
posal. Seven Republicans, 32 
Democrats and 
Senator Morse (Ore.), voted for 
it. Senator Malone (Rep.), Ne- 
vada, then called up an amend- 
ment which would junk the wool 
bill’s production payments and 
4 wtgocnrg a system of wool tar- 

The Senate rejected Malone’s 
proposal 76 to 7. By a voice 
vote, the Senate adopted an 
amendment by Senators Young 
(Rep.), North Dakota, and Frank 
A. Barrett, Wyoming, specify- 
ing that once the goal of 300.- 
000,000 pounds of domestic 
wool production is reached, the 
Government will support wool 
prices at from 60 to 90 per cent 
of parity until production 
reaches 360,000,000 pounds. 

Ellender’s proposal would have 
continued the present 90 per 
cent level on the so-called basic 
crops—cotton, corn, wheat, rice, 
peanuts and tobacco for one year 
after the present expiration date 
at the end of this year. 

The Administration wants the 
high-level supports to expire on 
all except tobacco on schedule 
Dec. 31. In separate legislation, 
now pending before the Senate 
Agriculture Committee, the Ad- 
ministration is asking for a sys- 
tem of “flexible” price props.

Obstacle by Britain. 

But with Britain holding back,

(AP)—The long-awaited big sea- 
sonal monsoon rains hit Dien 
Bien Phu and all of north in- 
dochina today as French and 
Vietminh artillery kept up their 
violent duels across the bat- 
tered ramparts of the besieged 
fortress. 


In its morning communique, 
the French high command de- 
scribed the situation at Dien 
Bien Phu as “unchanged” and 
said there had been no impor- 
tant land fighting in the last 
24 hours. 

Since the rebel artillery at- 
tack stepped up Sunday, the 
French have Delieved a third 
all-out Vietminh infantry as- 
sault on the shrunken fortress 
defenses might come at any 


time. 
To Hurt Both Sides. 

Many observers expect the 
monsoons to hamper or halt 
Vietminh operations and seri- 
ously slow transport of the 
rebels’ war supplies from Red 
China. The French hope this 
will force their enemy to taper 
off his efforts to overrun Dien 
Bien Phu’s battered and out- 
numbered defenders. 
But the advent of the big rains 
also retarded the counter-attack. 
Little seas of mud oozed from 
the one-time dust bowl’s red 
earth, slowing the French tanks 
and armored vehicles. 
Heavy clouds and sheets of 
rain forced French planes to 
taper off their heavy attacks on 
the rebel legions tightly circling 
the northwest bastion and on 
the lines of trucks and coolies 
bringing them food and muni- 
tions. Only yesterday United 
States-supplied Corsair fighter 
bombers had swelled the French- 
piloted air force for the first 
time for a record day of raids 
on the Vietminh. 
Despite the weather, transport 
planes kept up their drops of 
men, war material and food into 
the beleaguered fortress. Anti- 
aircraft guns again and again 
threw up curtains of fire at the 
low-flying transports. 

Red Guns Shifted. 

Determined to stop the air- 
lift, the rebels yesterday moved 
their anti-aircraft batteries down 
from the surrounding hills and

RUSSIA, FRANCE 
DISCUSS INDOCHINA 


By EDDY GILMORE. 

GENEVA, April 27 (AP) — 
Russia and France opened dis- 
cussions on Indochina today 
amid reports the solidarity of 
the western Big Three over 
cease-fire terms in the war-torn 
Asian country was weakening. 

The Indochina talks were as 
yet in the informal, small-group 
stage. The 19-nation Far East- 
ern conference agreed at its 
opening session yesterday to 
take up general debate on Ko- 
rea first. 

The British were reported 
ready to back the French in

“You can't sweep American 
families under the rugs,” Cole 
told the business men. “You 
have to face the problem they 
face in finding a decent place to 
live.” 

The housing chief, referring 
only briefly to the Federal 
Housing Administration scandals 
now under investigation, prom- 
ised that defects in the housing 
program “will be ferreted out 
and put right.” 


*‘Shell-Game Artists.’ 


He denounced the operations 
of “slick, shell-game artists’ 
who have victimized house- 
holders through FHA repair and 
improvement loans, as well as 
the unearned windfall profits 
gained by apartment house 
promoters through excessive 
loans on rental housing. 

“Even though technically it 
may be that many of these wind- 
falls were legal, in my opinion 
they were wrong,” Cole said at 
a Chamber luncheon meeting. 

“They were bad for Govern- 
ment. and bad for business. Busi- 
ness does not need that sort of 
incentive to do its job, and I 
don’t think that business expects 
it ” 


Shocking as these irregulari- 
ties are, he said, they involve 
only a small fraction of FHA’s 
operations and staff. 


A “far worse scandal,” Cole 
told the business men, is the 
“stinking, disgraceful mess ex- 
isting in almost every city—the 
prevalence of slum living.” 


Tax Losses on Slums. 


Slums impose heavy tax losses 
which penalize business, hinder 
business expansion, and under- 
mine investments in the center 
of cities, Cole said. 


The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion, he continued, found it had 
no choice, in its effort to clear 
and rehabilitate slums, but to 
propose “a limited level of pub-

Defenders Short of Food, Ammunition —

The 12,000 to 13,000 troops at 
Dien Bien Phu were staked out 
as live bait by Gen. Henri Na- 
varre. The Vietminh guerrillas 
were an elusive quarry and rare- 
ly stayed to fight. Navarre’s 
scheme was to induce them to 
attack a well-fortified and well- 
armed fortress where he would 
win a defensive victory and in- 
flict what he hoped would be 
very heavy casualties. 

The hunted have become the 
hunter. The Vietminh concen- 
trated 30,000 to 40,000 men 
against the French garrison and 
have gradually reduced the 
area of the fortress from 
an original teur miles by six 
miles to about a mile square. 

One Airfield Lost. 

One airdrome is completely 
lost while the other is partly 
held by the Reds together with 
a French strong point north of 
it which completely dominates 
the area still occupied by the 
defenders. 

The drop zone remaining to 
the French is so small that it 
would be difficult to hit with an 
aimed bomb. Parachuted sup- 
plies fall in Red lines more fre- 
quently than within the French 
perimeter, so the French are 
supplying both sides. 

Large numbers of French par- 
atroopers have dropped into 
Red hands and many more have 
been killed by gunfire as they 
floated down. 

The French are sHort of am- 
munition and food is rationed. 

The situation will not im- 
prove. The weather is increas- 
ingly cloudy and the rainy sea- 
son has started in a small way, 
making air supply more and 
more difficult. At the same time 
the Reds have been supplied 
with radar-controlled anti-air- 
craft guns which are shooting 
French planes down in weather 
when the French cannot see the 
ground. | 

Anti-aircraft fire has forced 
the French to fly higher and 
thus the drops have become less 
accurate. They do not know how 
to use the air power the Unit- 
ed States has supplied them. If 
it were used properly, fighters 
and light bombers would pro- 
tect the transports by attacking 
the anti-aircraft guns while the 
drops were being made. 

Although publicly the morale 
of the garrison is called high, 
this is not accepted as a fact in 
military circles. Nothing is worse 
for unwounded soldiers than to 
be constantly reminded of their 
possible fate by the presence of 
wounded. Smart commanders 
bury the dead and get the 
wounded back to hospitals as 
fast as possible. 

1500 Wounded Underground. 

There are more than 1500 
wounded crowded into under- 
ground aid stations at Dien Bien 
Phu, inadequately itended by 
fewer than 20 doctors. The dead 
from the small garrison are esti- 
mated as between 300 and 600. 

It is too late now for interven- 
tion by the United States to ac- 
complish anything in the way of 
relief for Dien Bien Phu. United 
States aircraft carriers have 
been in the Gulf of Tonkin, but 
their aircraft would have been 
of little help. Carrier airplane 
crews are not trained in close 
support of ground forces and 
that is the problem at Dien Bien 
Phu. 

Nor do the French have any 
idea of the techniques so ex- 
tensively developed by the Unit- 
ed States for co-ordination be- 
tween air and ground in close 
support operations.

D ESPITE a past record of anti-farm voting, Senator Joe Mc-

for in the past he has fought for 
a = scale of price supports 
ranging from 90 down to 75 per 
cent of parity.

When Georgia’s agriculture- 
minded Senator Dick Russell 
rammed legislation through Con- 
gress in 1949, pegging support 
prices at 90 per cent of parity 
on the six basic commodities, 
McCarthy joined in the motion 
to recommit the bill. He wanted 
to substitute the sliding, 90-to- 
75 per cent scale, instead. 

This did not end McCarthy’s 
anti-farm voting record, how- 
ever.

McCarthy has also voted re- 
peatedly to cut appropriations 
for the Agriculture Department, 
including a straight meat-ax 
slash of 5 per cent on May 5, 
1949.

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Worse from Day to Day 

President Eisenhower has come up with an- 
other homely description of the problem of In- 
dochina. Speaking to the United States Chamber 
of Commerce in. Washington, the Chief Execu- 
tive said the war-torn country is “the cork in the 
bottle” whose loss would affect the fate of hun- 
dreds of millions in “the surrounding areas of 
Asia.” A couple of weeks ago he likened Indo- 
china to the first of a row of set-up dominoes. If 
one falls, he said, then all the others go down 
in sequence. : 

The situation seems to worsen by the day if 
not by the hour, Marquis W. Childs’s grim recital 
from Geneva of the tense developments of the 
last several days in France suggest how close 
at hand collapse at Dien Bien Phu may truly be. 

First came the French appeal for American 
planes to ferry paratroopers from Paris to Sab 
gon, Indochinese capital and outside the area 
of immediate hostilities. After this was under- 
taken, France's Foreign Minister Bidault broke 
the bitter news to Secretary of State Dulles and 
British Foreign Secretary Eden that the be- 
sieged outpost in the jungle interior was prob- 
ably lost anyway. With Dien Bien Phu might 
well go, so Bidault said, the rich delta around 
Hanoi, on the coast. 

. - * 

At his next session with Secretary Dulles, the 
French Foreign Minister laid his problem out in 
all its ugly nakedness. American planes to fly 
French paratroopers to Saigon would not be 
enough. The need now was for American air- 
planes, flown by American pilots to go directly 
into the battle area at Dien Bien Phu to attempt 

_to sustain the beleaguered garrison while there 
was still chance of success. 

The desperateness of the French plight was 
then confirmed by Adm. Radford, chairman of 
the American Joint Chiefs of Staff, currently 
visiting the NATO military headquarters near 
Paris. Adm. Radford gave it as his professional 
military opinion, -as Mr. Childs reports, “that 
nothing short of direct intervention, which 
would be an act of war, would be of any fur- 
ther help in the Indochinese conflict.” 

The one comfort in all this is that Secretary 
Dulles has gone no further than he has. He gave 
Foreign Minister Bidault an elementary lesson 
in American constitutional government, namely, 
that only Congress has the right to declare war. 

’ Thi¢ constitational provision does not forbid the 
President from acting immediately in the event 
of an attack, but in the Indochinese situation 
there obviously has been no attack on the 
United States—nor is there likely to be one. 
* * * 

The consequence is that Paris expects the col- 
lapse of Dien Bien Phu at almost any time and 
if Dien Bien Phu falls the Cabinet of Pre- 
mier Laniel is almost certain to fall with it. 
This in turn would embarrass France at Geneva 
since there doubtless would be a struggle in the 
formation of a new French Government. There 
is even the possibility that it might become 
necessary to ask for a recess in the conference 
while France tried to work out its own national 
problem and to establish a new Premier and 
Foreign Minister with a vote of confidence. 

In all of this there is nothing remotely re- 
sembling a solution to the baffling problem of 
the Indochinese war. But only as the problem is 
seen in its fullness can the United States ap- 
praise it for what it is really worth, We may 
agree fully with the President in his statement 
of the desirable end in Southeast Asia, and yet 
not see how that goal is to be won now by armed 
intervention after France’s long and draining 
conflict. Our policy, whatever else it is, must 
continue to be one of the utmost caution. 

Meantime the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, on which the Republicans outnumber the 
Democrats, 30 to 20, has cut President Eisen- 
hower’s military program $1,206,348,500 below 
the White House recommendation, Somebody 
should tell Chairman Taber and his colleagues 

_ about the state of the world. 
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Why? 

The House of Representatives is back in ses- 
sion this week for the first time since before 
Easter. It did not meet at all last week. This is 
a fact worth noting down, for these are days 
when Congress ought to be getting a lot done. 

Here it’ is almost the first of May and the 
Eisenhower program is hardly moving at all. 
The responsibility for this situation is plain as 
a pikestaff. It-rests on the Republican leaders 
on Capitol Hill. 

If they want President Eisenhower to be able 
to go before the country this fall and ask for a 
vote of confidence in the congressional election, 
why then do they not buckle down to acting on 
his numerous recommendations? 

If they do not start soon, there will be no 
choice but to junk many of the President's pro- 
posals. So why allow the House to stand idle 
for a full week?

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Report on Fort Monmouth 
A loyalty committee of the Federation of 
American Scientists has just completed a review 
of the Fort Monmouth inquiry. Since this inves- 
tigation figures so ptominently in the current 
McCarthy- 
know what happened at Fort Monmouth. 
Senator McCarthy has charged that Secretary 
of the Army Stevens tried to “blackmail” him 
into dropping his one-man investigation of al- 
leged espionage at the Signal Corps Engineering 
Laboratories at Fort Monmouth, Secretary Stev- 
ens hag called the charge “an uneqtivocal lie.” 
What did the scientists’ committee find? This 


group reviewed the McCarthy inquiry and the 


Army Security Board's separate investigation. 
The group queried Fort Monmouth personnel. 

Now the scientists’ committee reports “‘no evi- 
dence of espionage at SCEL in recent years or 
at present.” It found that most persons involved 
in the inquiries had little or nothing to do with 
the research program. None of those questioned 
refused to testify and all denied charges against 
them under oath. 

But the Federation of American Scientists did 
find that there had been “substantial damage” 
to the Signal Corps project and “lowered mo- 
rale.” What caused that? nator McCarthy's 
one-man assault and resultant publicity.

Senator Hennings's Missouri Valley bill repre- 
sents a laudable effort to compromise conflicting 


opinions, But this measure, in which he has been 


joined by his Missouri colleague, Senator Sym- 
ington, and by Senator Humphrey of Minnesota, 
is more admirable for effort than for workable 
compromise. 


The Missouri Basin Survey Commission, of 
which Senator Hennings was vice chairman, 
made a thoroughgoing study and submitted a 
hopeful plan early last year. It was, as we said 
at the time, the best alternative to a Missouri 
Valley Authority that had been offered. 

That plan would set up a federal commission 
to co-ordinate the work of the various agencies 
now engaged in development of the Missouri 
river and basin. The 10 valley states would be 
called upon to ratify the establishment of the 
co-ordinating agency. A minority of the survey 
commission held out for an interstate compact. 


The majority of the survey commission—all 
but three of the 11 members, Senator Hennings 
among them—rejected the compact method. The 
compact device, said the commission's report, 
would be cumbersome, would probably take 
years to get into operation, would be inflexible 
to meet changing conditions, and would be 
chronically insecure, subject to repudiation by 
any state at any time. “If,” said the commission, 
“a compact is: negotiated the Missouri basin 
states may well find themselves involved ih a 
very real ‘superstate’ that they can neither alter 
nor control.” 


After this strong rejection of the compact 
method, Senator Hennings now embraces it in 
his new plan. It is a modified compact method, 
but still open to the objections the survey com- 
mission raised against it. The federal commis- 
sion would co-ordinate and pass judgment on the 
plans of the operating agencies as in the com- 
mission’s original plan. But when that had been 
done, the compact organization of the states 
would pass judgment on what the federal com- 
mission had done. If the compact board object- 
ed, its objections would have to be transmitted 
to Congress,“and it could restrain the commis- 
sion’s decision temporarily. 

How could this organizational monstrosity be 
expected to improve matters? It would not be 
administratively clean, it would be vulnerable 
to all sorts of disputes and delays, and it could 
stand in the way of the adoption later of a really 
efficient managérial system. 

Senator Hennings deserves credit for his ef- 
fort, and the plan could perhaps serve a useful 
purpose as a basis for discussion. The senior 
Senator from Missouri has an uncommonly good 
grasp of the subject and a capacity for reconcil- 
ing conflicting points of view. These are quali- 
ties which offer the brighest expectation of an 
eventual solution. Senator Hennings can im- 
prove the entire valley prospect by looking again.

Speed at City Hall 

St. Louis has already lost nearly $600,000 in 
revenue since the earnings tax expired April 1. 

Mayor Tucker and the Board of Aldermen 
are well aware of that fact. No other reason is 
needed to speed re-enactment of the earnings 
tax legislation in the board. 

As soon as the Legislature approved a condi- 
tional extension of this legislation, the Mayor 
called the aldermen into special session. When 
they met, he urged them to meet daily to rush 
enactment. Majority Floor Leader Louis G. Ber- 
ra immediately introduced a bill duplicating the 
expired méasure, which calls for a levy of one 
half of 1 per cent on gross earnings of individu- 
als and net profits of businesses. 

If the aldermen act with utmost possible speed, 
the bill could be passed on Wednesday under a 
suspension of the rules—and it should be. 

Each day of delay will cost the city another 
$22,000. The city has already lost 27 days 
through no fault of its own. 

That money is needed for bare operating ex- 
penses. Beyond that, it is needed to justify the 
civic improvement bond issue which Mayor 
Tucker has proposed, and to give some assur- 
ance that the city will build the expressways 
and many other projects now existent only in 
blueprints and dreams. 

St. Louis cannot waste money as it plans for 
its future. 
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The Justices Close a Door 

The Supreme Court has apparently shut the 
last door to legal redress in the offshore-oil case. 
On March 15 it decided not to hear the petition 
of Rhode Island and Alabama. Since then, those 
states have asked the court to reconsider, and 
have been joined in the request by Missouri, 
Kentucky, West Virginia and Montana. 

The court has now refused to reconsider. If 
there is to be redress, therefore, apparently it 
must be legislative, and the present complexion 
of Congress promises little along that line. 
Meanwhile, the fallacy of giving this great na- 
tional asset to a few coastal states, and the in- 
terior inconsistencies of the Submerged Lands 
Act itself, are sure to continue to create more 
problems than they attempted to solve.

—a healthy and heartening reduction in the 
number of school districts has taken place. 

That process can be carried even farther on 
May 8. when voters in the Weber, Fern Ridge 
and Mason Ridge districts will decide whether 
to form a single district. If the consolidation is 
approved, and surely it should be, the number of 
districts in the county will have been reduced 
from a maximum of 91 in 1947 to 30—a decline 
of two-thirds in about seven years. 

What has helped speed matters along is a 1948 


act of the Legislature intended to enlarge and. 


strengthen smaller school districts and to im- 
prove their financial position. Before the consol], 
idation act became effective, there were some 
8300 public school districts in Missouri; now 
there are about half as many. 
* Even s0, many districts throughout the state 
are too small and weak to maintain first-class 
schools, There are still some in St. Louis county 
that fall in that class. The way out is to pool tax 
resources, physical plant and community enter- 
prise for better and more economical schools. 
And what holds true for schools in the county 
holds true for the municipalities as well. There 
are far, far too many of them now. Consolida- 
tions could lead to better and less expensive 
local government, and what is wrong with that?

The hearings in the case involving 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy and the 
United States Army have begun in an 
atmosphere quite different from that 
which usually prevails when Mr. Mc- 
Carthy is on the giving instead of on 
the receiving end. 

True, the batteries of television and 
movie cameras, the ubiquitous news 
photographers, the crowds of specta- 
tors all contribute a familiar circus 
touch to the hearing and all help to 
give it the somewhat less than judi- 
cial aspect that persons who follow 
McCarthy procedures have céme to ex- 
pect. But here the resemblance ends. 

The Senate subcommittee under the 
acting chairmanship of Mr. Mundt has 
adopted a set of rules designed to give 
fair and equal treatment to all parties 
at interest in this dispute. For once 
Mr. McCarthy has no special advantage 
over his adversaries and for once the 
people whom he has accused can ade- 
quately defend themselves. 

So far as the testimony itself is con- 
cerned, obviously it is much too early 
to draw any conclusions. Mr. McCarthy’s 
insistence that his quarrel is not with 
the Army but with a handful of what he 
contemptuously referred to as “‘Penta- 
gon politicians” is a patent effort to. 
run away from the major issue that he 
himself has created. 

For the first time we will have the 
opportunity to see what Mr. McCarthy 
looks like when he is fighting on the 
defensive, and not on his own terms.

There is a pattern to Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s tactics which became increas- 
ingly evident as the inquiry into his 
controversy with the Army proceeded. 
The Senator neither defends nor re- 
sponds when he is accused of miscon- 
duct; he merely counterattacks. 


Everybody who disagrees with Sena- 
tor McCarthy appears to be guilty in 
the Senator’s eyes of bad faith and bad 
intentions. The attacks become more . 
extreme as the evidence puts him in a 
worse and worse light. 

A dramatic demonstration of the 
point was provided in regard to the very 
first witness before the subcommittee, 
Maj.

Begum Ahmed, wife of Pakis- 
tan’s Minister of the Interior, 
is touring this country under 
sponsorship of the Carrie Chap- 
man Catt Memorial Fund, a re- 
search and educational fund of 
the League of Women Voters 
to encourage international ex- 
change of persons for education- 
al purposes. Begum is a title 
of nobility in Pakistan. 

Illiteracy in Pakistan will be 
overcome in abcut 10 years 
with the establishment of more 
colleges and primary schools, 
the visitor said. In the last sev- 
en years the country has ac- 
quired five colleges, four medi- 
cal schools, hundreds of primary 
schools and some teachers’ col- 
leges, she added.

Starcke, whose party is based 
on the philosophy of American 
economist Henry George is an 
exponent of free enterprise. In 
discussing his country’s approach 
to some economic problems, he 
said Denmark has .the highest 
standard of living in Europe with 
the lowest tariffs. 

The “fundamental interest” of 
most European states,in world 
trade, he said, is considered to 
be export. “But we are not 
fundamentally interested in get- 
ting rid of these things—only to 
obtain the things we need,” he 
added 


The ec ist-stat an said 
he has advocated in the Danish 
Parliament that Denmark open 
its borders to free trade with the 
Uni States in exchange for 
Marshal plan aid. He suggested 
that this country should get paid 
for its exports instead of giving 
them away. 

Denmark, occupying a strate- 
gic position at the entrance to 
the Baltic sea, is “dangerously 
exposed” to Russia, Starcke said. 

In 1939 Russia reached the 
eastern end of the Baitic and 
since then has “swallowed up” 
12 states and reached the west- 
ern end at the neck-.of the 
Danish peninsula. | 

While it has been advantage- 
ous for Denmark to enter the 
North Atlantic Pact, Starcke 
said, “this has been a great ad- 
vantage for the North Atlantic 
Pact, too, because the entrance 
to the Baltic is also the exit for 
the Russian U-boats.”

LEADER FEARED 
KIDNAPED BY REDS 


MUNICH, April 27 (AP)—A 
Ukrainian emigre spokesman 
said last night he feared that 
Yosip Kruty, secretary of the 
anti-Communist Ukrainian So- 
cialist party, had been kidnaped 
by the Communists. 

The spokesman commented on 
a Soviet zone government an- 
nouncement that Kruty had gone 
over to Communist authorities 
and he-asked ‘for an opportunity 
to state the “true reasons” for 
his defection. 

“It is absolutely impossible 
that Kruty voluntarily reported 
to Communist authorities,” the 
spokesman said. “Possibly he 
has been arrested by the Soviet 
zone state security service,” the 
spokesman, who requested ano- 

ty, said Kruty’s wife was 
living in West Berlin “and he 
would neVer leave her.” 

If the informant’s as«umption 
is borne out, the case of Kruty 
would parallel that of Dr. Alex- 
ander Truchnovich, West Berlin 
head of the Russian NTS emigre 
organization, who is reported to 
have been kidnaped from the 
British sector of Berlin by So- 
viet agents April 13.

One of the prosecution's star 
witnesses against Cpl.

Recalled for cross-examina- 
tion, Cpl. Thomas A. Carrick of 
Blacksburg, Va., told the court 
in regard to his previous testi- 
mony;

' After a vigorous protest by 
Col. C. Robert Bard, the prose- 
cutor, Carrick’s testimony was 
permitted to remain in evidence 
for the eight-member court to 
weigh. ‘ 

Carrick was the only witness 
to testify that he personally had 
overheard Dickenson informing 
on his fellow prisoners while 
held by the Chinese Commu- 
nists at Pyoktong, North Korea. 

Dickenson is accused of in- 
forming and of collaborating 
with the Chinese Reds. 

Earlier an Army doctor testi- 
fied that Death Valley P.O.W. 

amp, where Dickenson was first 

eld in the winter of 1950-51, 
was a place of starvation and 
death. 

“How any of us survived, God 
|only knows,” Capt. William R. 
'Shadish of Bridgeville, Pa., told 
the court. 
| He said he was at Death Val- 
‘ley while Dickenson was there 
for two months. 

Later he was the only Ameri- 
ean officer at Pyoktong where

Haremski started a nation- 
wide gontroversy when he criti- 
cized the arrangement because 
the baby was cared for by four 
different student “mothers” each 
college quarter. He said this 
multiple-mother care plus the 
lack of a “father person” in the 
child’s life might make the baby 
abnormal.

All Fury Spent

The Cardinals and Brooklyn's 
champion Dodgers open a two-

Schoendienst, as usual, has hit 
his share of line drives that have 
been caught, but Campanella’s 
poor start is even more under- 
standable. 

It was disclosed last night that, 
as a result of having been hit 
with a pitch during spring train- 
ing, Campy has caught and bat- 
ted with a broken bone in the 
back of his left hand. 

One Hit in 20 at Bats. 

A New York doctor, reporting 
on the X-rays, expressed amaze- 
ment to the Associated Press 
that the rugged receiver, who 
hit 41 homers and drove in 142 
runs in a banner 1953 season, 
had been able to play with such 
a painful handicap. 

“It doesn’t feel right when I | 
swing,” Campanella acknowl- | 
edged here, but, though the hand 
is taped tightly and he has had 
just one hit in his last 20 times 
at bat, he intended to be in the 
Brooklyn lineup. 

The Dodgers come here lead- | 
ing the league, a game and one- | 
half ahead of the fourth-place 
Cardinals. The champions are 
managed this year by Walter 
(Smokey) Alston, former Red- 
bird farm system first baseman 
who had one time at bat with the 
Cardinals at the end of the 1936 
season.

EORGE LEGGETT came into the office. He had a 

peculiar gait, shuffling short-steps stiffly half-running

‘gravity. He carried his right arm partly bent at the elbow. 
It shook. Below the gray hair, his face was unsmiling, 
‘almost masklike. He sat down slowly, stiffly. 

A doctor could have dramatically announced, “You 
Shave Parkinson's disease.” It wouldn’t have impressed 
George. He'd come for treatment, not diagnosis. 

He had read of a great new drug and wanted to try it. 
In fact, about once a year George read some brightly op- 
timistic announcement about an exotic drug that would 
banish hig symptoms. He'd tried them all. Some helped 
- mere, others less, some not at all.

HE ISN’T AN an MAN, just in his early sixties. 
-His paralysis agitans, shaking palsy, or Parkinson’s disease 
“——call it any of these—began several years ago. He first 
noticed vague muscular pains and slowing of muscular move- 
-ments, At times there was a slight quivering of his right 
*hand, particularly the thumb, and the arm. Then general 
‘muscle tension increased. i 
- Some days he could get around better than others. 
Today was one of his worse ones. As he sat by the desk, 
‘his head, hand and arm shook. 

Though he realized now that we couldn't offer him a 
cure, the prospect of a new and better treatment always 
tantalized him. He wanted to try them all, hoping to find 
one that would relax his muscle stiffness, quell the shak- 
ing, and restore him to greater activity.

PARKINSON’S DISEASE is named for a nineteenth 
century English physician, Dr. James Parkinson, himself a 
victim, who described the symptoms in 1817. 

It isn’t hereditary. The cause is damage to basal ganglia 

> of the brain, through which go the nerve impulses to vari- 

ous extermal muscles of the body. The basal ganglia control 

mobility, hence the dual nature of Parkinson's disease— 

excess mobility (trembling) and less mobility (muscle stiff- 
ness). 

This damage to the basal ganglia may follow encepha- 
litis, an infection of the brain by viruses carried by mosqui- 
‘toes. One form of encephalitis is known as sleeping sickness. 

The basal ganglia may be damaged by a poor blood 
supply from artery disease—arteriosclerosis. Occasionally 
the cause of Parkinson's disease isn't known.

HE newspapers have an-

Africa and France into. Indo- 
china. It is not surprising that 
Communist China has attacked 
the United States foreign pol- 
icy, but it is curious to find 
them saying “we certainly will 
not take it lying down if armed 
aggression is aimed against us.” 
Why should Communist China 
feel that the fight against a 
Communist regime in Indochina 
is directed against them? 


On my trip last week, I no- 
ticed that Indochina is getting a 
considerable amount of attention 
in the Midwest papers, and 
rightly so, for it is a very im- 
portant subject to many of us in 
this country. The other subject 
that is_prevalent is the McCar- 
thy hearings. That seems to 
cover more space than even the 
question of Indochina. 


* * * 

ONE EDITORIAL on the sub- 
ject of the hearings was ex- 
tremely good. .It pointed out 
that it was unfortunate that it 
was McCarthy’s own committee 
and own close colleagues who 
are sitting in judgment on the 
Senator and ‘his adversaries. 
This editorial pointed out “that 
certain procedures bear watch- 
ing as the investigations pro- 
ceed. These are the techniques 
of confusion and evasion; of an- 
swering one charge by making 
another; of emphasizing the ir- 
revelant and avoiding the cen- 
tral issue; of sowing little seeds 
of suspicion to divert attention 
from the truth; of badgering and 
bullying those whose testimony 
one seeks to discredit. 

“We are. not suggesting that 
Senator McCarthy is certain to 
employ these techniques, but it 
is surely worth noting that he 
is a past master of them.” 

That is a good warning and 
one that all of us who will fol- 
low these hearings with interest 
might well heed. 

We have already seen one at- 


“tack made by the Senator to be- 
cloud the questions which he is 
up against. It was certainly 
amusing when instead of an- 
swering the challenge which was 
made to him when his accusa- 
tions were denied and he was 
asked to shed congressional im- 
munity and repeat his accusa- 
tions away from Congress, the 
Senator only remarked that he 
did not wish to delay the hear- 
ings by court action and so he 
would not repeat the charges. 
These tactics are so familiar 
that one can smile at them, but 
they should make us wary. 


. * * 

I REREAD today Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles’s re- 
port on the Berlin meeting 
which was published by the 
State Department. I think that 
it is a good document to keep 
handy now that we are going to 
see the sequel to the Berlin 
meeting taking place in Geneva. 

He tells us that two things 
were really accomplished at Ber- 
lin. First, Molotov was forced 
to tell the world what the real 
Soviet policy was, the price of a 
unified Germany and keeping 
Russian soldiers in Austria and 
exploiting that country. 

The second thing gained was 
the acceptance that Communist 
China would not be treated as 
the fifth great power and would 
not be recognized by us. Com- 
munist China is there as a bel- 
ligerent to be judged by the 
world but not as a great power 
in the world.

6 rs S HE’S so dreamy,” complained the mother of an 11- 

year-old. “It’s really her worst thing. She’s like 

a tired horse. Just plods from one thing to another 
as if it were just too much effort to keep her mind on what 
she’s doing. Even a simple thing like setting the table is 
a long, laborious process. She gets lost between each dish. 
In fact, it’s such a painful process that I'm tempted to do 
it myself. I could do it three times as fast as she does. 
And the effort of doing it myself would be much less than 
the effort I put into pushing her along.” 

Here is one answer. Actually, with the dreamer—and 
particularly with the 11-year-old dreamer—you may indeed 
find that some things are easier to do for yourself. 

As to the other things—the things which must, or you 
feel should, be done by the child herself—what to do 
about them? 

Nagging, you have found out, is not the answer. Some 
less personal method of focussing her attention and bring 
ing her into line is needed. ;

SOME MOTHERS HAVE FOUND that a (short) list 
of things to be done can help organize a dreamer. Similarly, 
many of them like a definite schedule of tasks and activi- 
ties. (One 11-year-old whom we know told her mother she 
wasn’t bringing her up right—she had never made out a 
schedule for her.) This schedule can be pasted on a bulle- 
tin board or written on a slate, The girl can check off the 
things as she does them—and failures and omissions will 
be self-evident, not just something that mother mentions.

BUT WHEN DREAMING SERIOUSLY INTERFERES 
with necessary accomplishment, a parent or teacher needs 
to step in and help pull the child into line. This, obviously, 
is easier said than done. How you do it will vary in each 
case and with each child. - 

The most important thing is not to spoil the effective- 
ness of whatever method you use with too much nagging. 
Once you have nagged too much, the child becomes vir- 
tually deaf to the sound of your voice. After too much nag- 
ging, even if you do the “right” thing, it may be too late, 
because he will not hear you. 

Dreaming can be, though by no means always, a sign 
that some aspect of the situation is too hard for the child, 
or that he isn’t getting the specific stimulation or attention 
he needs. Or that the situation may be too difficult (or 
too easy) for him. 

So don’t always view it with alarm, but at least check 
up. Ask yourself—Why does your child find it necessary to 
respond to this situation in this (to us as adults) unfruitful 
manner?

weight dropped to 112 pounds, 
but she kept going on nervous 
energy. She says that, for the 
first 18 months of her solitude, 
she “lived after sorts, read 
mystery thrillers through the 
nights—and waited.” 

For a time, Mamie enrolled as 
a volunteer in the big canteen 
for service men situated on The 
Mall near the Washington 
Monument. She had regular 
hours of duty there and enjoyed 
her work as waitress. Few 
people knew that she was the 
wife of the General whose every 
move was front page news. Not 
even Army wives working on 
shift with her had the faintest 


idea of her identity, unless they 


were personal friends. 

One of her associates tells an 
amusing anecdote. An out-of- 
town friend of Mrs. Eisenhower, 
who had a little time to kill 
while waiting for a train con- 
nection, sought her out in the 
canteen. They had just greeted 
each other when the canteen 
supervisor tapped Mrs. Eisen- 
hower on the shoulder and re- 
marked that rules forbade wait- 
resses having visitors. Mrs. 
Eisenhower attempted to ex- 
plain, but was curtly ordered 
back to duty. And she went, 
winking broadly. The supervisor, 
an officer’s wife, may never 
have learned that she had 
bawled out Mrs. Eisenhower. 

Gen. Eisenhower was ap- 
pointed Supreme Commander of 
Allied Expeditionary Forces in 
Europe. Mrs. Eisenhower was 
spending Christmas at West 
Point with her son, John. Su- 
preme Command! What a re- 
sponsibility! Then came more 
news, from Gen. Marshall, no 
less—her husband and the New 
Year would be arriving about 
the same time. Ike in Washing- 
ton! Yes, but no one must know 
—not even Johnnie? 

On New Year’s day, 1944, she 
heard that the General was en 
route from French Morocco. 
Security officers strolled in the 
corridor at night. Midnight. 
Half-past one. Clang! That was 
the rear service elevator! Mamie 
pulled open the hall door. A 
big man, his head turtled into 
his overcoat collar and his cap 
peak half-way down his nose, 
almost bowled her over. The 
General was home! 

The first embrace he gave his 
wife was awkward. A black 
nose poked out at her from the 
“Vv” of his coat, a pair of beady 
eyes blinked inquisitively and a 
shrill “yipe” came from a small 
pink mouth. The stowaway was 
a small Scottie pup for Milton 
Eisenhower’s children.

EN. EISENHOWER had the 

same old appetite; there he 

was, rooting around the 
kitchenette, biting into an onion 
as if it was an apple. Marrakech 
the day before—in a top-level 
policy conference with Prime 
Minister Churchill in the gar- 
den of the fabulous Mamounia 
Hotel; on the wing out of 
French Morocco long before 
dawn; and now absorbed totally 
in watching the coffee perk. 
It was as if he had never been 
away. 

The hide-and-seek tactics 
forced on the general, during 
the top secret 12 days he was 
home, made his wife think she 
was the heroine of a mystery 
thriller. Up and down the 
freight elevator; in and out of 
limo with drawn curtains; 
a private railroad car, accessi- 
ble only on deserted sidings. 

Mrs. Eisenhower balked at be- 
coming a passenger in a trans- 
port plane that flew her hus- 
band to Kansas for a short visit 
with his mother and brothers. 
She had never been off the 
ground; she devoutly hoped she 
never would be. That was that. 

Gen. Eisenhower flew back to 
England and his colossal task of 
shaping victory. 

In the spring, Mrs. Eisenhow- 
er had then to override her 
fears for her son’s safety. John 
was graduating from West Point 
in June. A regimental assign- 
ment was bound te follow, un- 
doubtedly with combat troops. 
John wanted it that way. He 
had picked the infantry, his 
father’s branch of the service. 

Graduation was set for June 
6. The night before, Mrs. Eisen- 
hower and her mother and 
father went to West Point. 

Next morning at 7 o'clock, 
the phone awoke her. It was 
D-day, the start of the Nor- 
mandy beach landings! The 
wife of the general who was di- 
recting the Allied invasion was 
learning of it from a reporter. 

Mrs. Eisenhower was in dou- 
ble focus during the graduation 
ceremonies, staring hard at her 
son, and mentally picturing his 
father in the crash and clamor 
of conflict. It was only by the 
“narrowest of margins” that she 
checked her tears and remained

“For Ike’s sake, I forced my- 
self to keep my eyes and senses 
clear. I knew one day he would 
ask for every detail,” says Mrs.

Eisenhower. “Johnnie’s gradua-

Afterward Mrs. Eisenhower 
found her son and he explained 
that he had received sealed 
orders and would be leaving by 
nightfall for an undisclosed des- 
tination. Sealed orders in war- 
time meant combat, of that she 
Was sure. 

After many anxious days, and 
then through a news dispatch, 
Mrs. Eisenhower learned that 
her son’s sealed orders had been 
authorization from Gen. Mar- 
shall to spend graduation leave 
at Gen. Eisenhower's side in the 
battle area. John Eisenhower 
returned to the United States 
on July 1, to begin advanced in- 
fantry training. He had failed 
to convince his father that he 
should remain in France for 
combat infantry assignment.

AMIE EISENHOWER was 

in Florida when her port- 

able radio told of Germa- 
ny’s unconditional surrender, 
followed by SHAEF’s official 
communique announcing the 
signing of surrender docu- 
ments at 2:42 a.m., May 7, 1945, 
in a schoolhouse adjacent to 
Gen. Eisenhower’s headquarters 
in Rheims, France. 

The V-E day overseas broad- 
casts started coming in at 5 
o’clock next morning. Mrs. Eis- 
enhower heard Gen. Eisenhower 
deliver his “Victory Order of the 
Day.” He thanked Allied mili- 
tary forces and the people at 
home for their unfailing support 
of the common cause of liberty, 
and paid reverent tribute to 
“each honored grave.” 

“Cry?” says Mrs, Eisenhower. 
“Of course I cried. I think most 
people did when they heard the 
sad awareness in Ike's voice; 
his words brought home vic- 
tory’s dreadful cost in human 
lives, and in bombed and blasted 
homelands.” 

Mamie Eisenhower had gone 
to Florida in the final morth 
of the war, hoping that a com- 
plete rest would rebuild her 
strength and increase her weight. 
The wartime pitch of Washing- 
ton tension had aggravafed her 
lack of appetite and her inability 
to sleep. Her weight had dropped 
dangerously to 102 4 
pounds below the present read- 
ing of her scales. 

V-E day brought the begin- 
ning of better health, and an up- 
turn of her spirits. 

General Eisenhower headed a 
large group, of combat officers 
and enlisted men at home-front 
victory celebrations.

One morning during the 
home-coming celebrations Gen. 
Eisenhower and his son, John, 
were flying in the “Sunflower” 
to West Point for a wreath- 
laying ceremony. Mrs. Doud left 
the breakfast table, went into 
her daughter’s room, and found 
Mamie in a state of indecision 
about what to wear for the day. 
Half teasingly, Mrs. Doud sug- 
gested “a flying outfit.” Mamie’s 
mother said that her refusal to 
look over the housekeeping ar- 
rangements in the “Sunflower”

The flight was smooth, the 
set-down at West Point perfect, 
but in the landing Mrs. Eisen- 
hower’s earlier confidence 
ebbed. The best she could mus- 
ter was a rueful smile as she 
rose to leave the plane. 


The General soon afterward 
went to Berlin, absorbed im a 
wide range of postwar problems, 
many of which stemmed from 
the division of Germany into 
four zones of separate Allied oc- 
cupation. In an effort to achieve 
a co-ordinated and harmonious 
administration of the zones, an 
Allied Council had been set up. 
It was headed by commanders of 
the British,“French and Russian 
Armies and by Gen. Eisenhower, 
commander of American forces. 

Marshal Gregori K. Zhukov, 
Russia’s representative, was ad- 
vised on political matters by 
Andrei Vishinsky, and 
was nothing in the attitude of 
either man—or, for that matter, 
of the entire Russian advisory 
staff—to impair the cordial re- 
lations with all council mem- 
bers, including the Americans. 
Marshal Zhukov himself was 
friendliness personified, both in 
Berlin and when he became host 
during Gen. Ejisenhower’s of- 
ficial visit to Russia. 

In November, 1945, Gen. 
Eisenhower was called home for
